THE 
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HisTORY and ANTIQUITIES 
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W AR WIC K, the County Town of 
„ * Warwickſhire, is ſituate on a riſing 
Ground, on the South-ſide runs the River 

Avon, over which is a large Stone Bridge. 
The Streets are wide and 0, and al- 
ways clean, having a deſcent each way ;— 
very regularly built, the Houſes being in 
general of the ſame height, having been 
built nearly at the ſame time after a dread- 
ful Fire in 1694, which conſumed the great- 
| eſt part of the Town. ie MELEE o 


The firſt Building or Foundation hereof, 
is attributed by Rous to Gutheline (by ſome 
called Kimberline) one of the Britiſh Kings 
(whoſe Reign was contemporary with the 

Birth of our Bleſſed Saviour) affirming that 
it then had the Name of CAE R-LEON from 
the Britiſh Word CAE R, which is the _ 
og | * Wit 
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with Civitas, and his own Name; and ſo, 
by ſhortneſs of Pronunciation, for Car R- 
GUTHLEON, was called CAER-LEON-: as 


alſo, that Guiderius, Son and Succeſſor to 


Rimberline, much enlarged it with Build- 


_ ings, and granted thereto many Priviledges ; 


and that being afterwards almoſt deſtroyed 
through Wars, eſpecially by the barbarous 
Pitts and Scots, it lay ruinous till that Ca- 


ractacus, the famous Britiſh Prince rebuilt 
it, making a Manor-Houſe therein ſor him- 
ſelf, and founding a Church to the Honour 
of St. Fohn Baptiſt, in the Market-Place 
(where, as Rous ſaith, in his Time a Gram 


mar-School was kept.) In the Days of 


this Caractacus, it was that the Romans 
prevailed much here in Britain, under the 
conduct of P. Oſtorius, Lieutenant to Clau- 


dius the Emperor, who to keep what he 
had won, railed divers Forts and Garriſons 
upon the Rivers of Avon and SEVERN— 
cinctoſque caſtris Antonam et Sabrinam flu- 


os cohibere parat, ſaith Tacitus, where- 


of we cannot doubt but this was one, and 


hereunto doth Mr. Cambden's opinion in- 


cline, conceiving, that the Town in Britain, 


called Præſidium by the Romans, is this 


very Place. 


But afterwards, being again deſtroyed by 
Wars, it lay ſo waſted alf Conſtantine, the 


Father of Uter-Pendragon, a Britiſh King, 


repaired

repaired it; and called it CAER-UMBER; 
whoſe Death (for he was ſlain by a new In- 
curſion of the Pitts) expoſed it to another 
Devaſtation, in which ruinous fort it lay till 
a Britiſh Prince, named Gwayr, rebuilt it, 
and commanded that it ſhould be called 
CAER-GWAVYR: which Gwayr was Coulin, 

in the third Degree, to the renowned King 
Arthur. About this time it was that the 
famous Arthgal lived, whom my Author 
repreſenteth to be one of the Knights of K. 
Arthur's Round Table, and the firſt Earl of 
Warwick; but he ſaith that the Britains did 
not pronounce the G in that Name, and 
that Arth, or Narth ſignifieth the ſame in 
that Language, as Ur/us doth in Latin; 
from een he conjectureth that the ſame 
Arthal took the Bear for his Enſign, which 

ſo long continued a Badge to the ſucceeding 
Eads; 5 


The next in Order of theſe Britiſh Earls 


doth he reckon Morvidus, who being a Man 


of great Valour, ſlew a mighty Giant in a 
lin - Duel; which Giant encountered him 
with a young Tree pulled up by the Root, 
the Boughs being ſnagged from it; in token 
whereof, he and his Succeſſors, Earls of 
Warwick in the time of the Britains, bore a 
Ragged-Staff of Silver in a Sable Sield for 
their Cognuſance: to him ſucceeded Mer- 
thurdus, of whom there is nothing memor- 
B 2 85 able 
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able, that J have ſeen recorded, other than 
that in his T s S. Dubritius, a holy Man, 


made his al Seat Bere at Warwick, 
not in the hure! of S. 7ohn Baptiſt before- 
mentioned, but in that of All- Saints, where 
B the Caſtle was built: Which Bi- 
alſo erected divers private Oratories in 


ca Parts, the Chief whereof was that of 
S. Mary M agdalen, where the ſometime 
famous Guy, bidding farewel to theſe world- 


ly Pleaſures, lived a Hermit's Life a while 


before his Death, and which from him took 


the Name of Guy s-Chff* Howbeit, ſuch 
were the Troubles that aroſe in this Land 
by the Saxons Entrance at the Invitation of 
K. Vortzgern, that not only the ſaid Biſhop 


left this Place and retired into Wales, where 


he became the firſt Biſhop of Landaff and 
afterwards Archbiſhop of S. David's; but 


that by Wars it became waſted again, and 
ſo continued till that K. Warremund, from 


whom the Kings of MERCIA did deſcend, 


"rebuilt it, and from his own Name cauſed 
it to be called WARREWYK. 


| After which it ood for ſome time in a 
flouriſhing Condition, but at length was de- 


ſtroyed by the Danes, and ſo reſted until 


_ the pan Be tne Lady Ethel ed, Daughter to 
RA fred, who had the whole Earldom of 


M erctd 


* No ow the Seat of Peregrine Bertie Greatheed, Eſq. about 
a Mile from Wazwick, 
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Mercia given her by her Father, to the no- 
ble-Etheldred in Marriage, repaired its Ru- 
ins, and in the Vear of Chriſt 915, made a 
ſtrong fortification here, called the Noyngeon, 
for reſiſtance of the Enemy, upon a Hill of 
Earth ene raiſed near the River ſide, 
ds is yet to be ſeen on the Weſt Part of the 
Caſtle, which being placed about the midſt 
of his Mercian Territories, and a Fort fo 
eonſiderable, in reſpect ↄf its natural Situa- 
tion; was, (no doubt) of great Importance 
for ſecuring the Peace of all thefe Parts, by 
the perſonal reſidence thereat of thoſe emi- 
nent Men whom e repute to have been 
Earls thereof in thoſe Days, though in Truth 
they were but Subſtitutes or Lieutenants to 
the Earls of Mercia (whoſe Limits extend- 
ed unto many other Shires in this Midland 
Part of the Realm) or elſe had the Cuſtody 
of the County to the King's immediate uſe. 


I now deſcend to our reputed Earls of the 
Saxon Race, whereof the firſt that is men- 
tioned is Rohand: this Man, being a famous 
Warrior, and enriched with great Poſſeſſions, 

lived in the Days of K. Alfred and K. Ed. 
ward the Elder, and left Iſſue one only 
Daughter, named Felicia, that married un- 
to Guy, Son of Siward, Baron of Malling-

ford, who in her Right became Earl of 
Warwick: the Memory of which Guy, for 
his great Valour, hath ever ſince been, and 
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is yet ſo famous, that the Vulgar are of 
opinion, he was a Man of more than ordi- 
nary Stature; and the Welſh, taking Notice 
of 15 brave exploits, will needs have him 
to be deſcended from Britiſh Parentage; but 
of his particular Adventures, leſt what I 
ſay ſhould be ſuſpected for fabulous, I will 
only inſtance that Combat betwixt him and 
the Daniſn Champion, Colebrand, whom 
ſome (to magnify our noble Guy the more) 
report to have Ch a Giant. The xx 
whereof, however it may be thought fictiti- 
ous by ſome, foraſmuch as there be thoſe that 
make a Queſtion whether there was ever 
really ſuch a Man; or if ſo, whether all be 
not a Dream which is reported of him, in 
regard that the Monks have ſounded out his 
Praiſes ſo hyperbolically ; yet thoſe that are 
more conſiderate will neither doubt the one 
or the other, inaſmuch as it hath been ſo 
uſual with our ancient Hiſtorians, for the 
Encouragement of after Ages unto bold at- 
tempts, to ſet forth the Exploits of worthy 
Men with the higheſt Encomiums imagina- 
ble: and therefore, ſhould we for that Cauſe 
be ſo concented as to explode it, all Hiſtory 
of thoſe Times might as well be 67 e 
And having ſaid thus much to encounter 
with the prejudicate Fancies of ſome, and 
the wayward Opinions of others, I come 1

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the:Story, which, from certain Authors of 
good Credit, is in ſubſtance as followeth. 

In the third Year of K. Athe//tan, (which 
happened in An. 926) the Danes having in- 
vaded England, cruelly waſted the Coun- 
tries were they marched, ſo that there were 
ſcarce a Town or Caſtle, that they had not 
either burnt or deſtroyed almoſt as far as 
4 > and hearing that the King with 
ples, then was in that City conſulting 
about fome timely Means to prevent the ut- 
ter Loſs of all, they ſent Melba to him, 
7 that he would either forthwith re- 
ſign his Crown to Daniſh Generals, v:z.

Of which Propofals K. Athelſtan accepted 
the laſt, and, calling together his Nobles, 
offered that Province (viz. Hantſhire for a 
Reward to him that ſhould conquer the

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Daniſh Champion called Colbrand::; and to 
the end that God would direct him in the 
Choice of one to undertake this Combat, he 
enjoyned a Faſt for three fr in which, 

with earneſt Prayers and abundant Tears, he 
beſought his Favour. But in this Choice the 
En oliſh were exceedingly aſtoniſhed, foraſ. 
much as one Heraud, a moſt valiant” and 
hardy Knight of this Nation, was then be- 
vol Sea, ſeeking after Reynburn, the, Son 
of his Lord and Maſter Earl Guy, that had 
been ſtolen away by Merchants of a foreign 
Country in his Infancy; as alſo that Earl 
Rohand "the moſt valiant of a Thouſand, 
was dead; and that the ſame Guy, a Man of 
extraordinary Courage and Skil in martial 
Feats, ſhortly after his Marriage with the 
Lady Felicia before-mentioned, being gone 
into the Hol-Land on Pilgrimage, eas ot 
yet 1 | but it' ſo fell out, that God 
being moved with the ſorrowful Tears aud 
Interceſſions of the Engliſh, ſent. a good 
Angel to comfort the King as he lay upon 
his Body. the very Night'of the Narivity of 
S. John Baptiſt, direfting that he "ſhould 
ariſe early on the Morrow, taking two Bi- 
ſhops with him, and get up to the top of 

the North Gate of. that City, ſtaying there 
till the Hour of Prime, and then {ſhould 
he ſee divers poor People and Pilgrims enter 
thereat, amongſt which there would be a 
EET ko _ perſonable 


rſonable Man in a Pilgrim's Habit, bare- 
. with his head uncovered, and upon 
it a Chaplet of white Roſes; and that he 
ſhould entreat him for the Love of Jeſus 
Chriſt, the Devotion of his Pilgrimage, and 
the Preſervation of all England, to under- 
take the Combat, for he ſhould conquer the 
mighty Colbrand, and deliver his Realm 
from the Daniſh Servitude. Whereupon 
K. Athelſtan with fervent Zeal haſted be- 
times in the Morning to Maſs, and ſent for 
the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, with the Bi- 
ſhop,of Chicheſter, to whom he related his 
Vion, raking them along to the Gate al.

About this time it happened that the fa- 
mous Guy, before ſpeciſied, returning from 
his Pilgrimage in foreign Parts, landed at 
Portſmouth, and being there advertiſed of 
Sir: Heraud's':ablence, with the occaſion 
thereof; as alſo of Earl Rohand's Death, to- 
gether» with the great Diſtreſs that the King 
and/his Nobles were then in, haſted towards 
Wincheſter immediately, and coming at Night 
unto an Hoſpital but little diſtant from the 
North-Gate of that City, (in which Place

Holy-Crofs was founded) where: he reſted

| hath been only to wait upon your coming, 


for it is the Will of God that you muſt en- 
counter with that wicked Colbrand the Sa-

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racen, for the Safeguard of us and all the 
Engliſh Nation, and Freedom thereof from 
the Yoke- of Slavery; for Olaus, King of 
DENMARK, and Golavus of NORWAY, 
have beſieged us here almoſt a Twelve- 
month, and now we have concluded a Truce 
upon Condition that we muſt find a Man to 
undergo the Combat with Colbrand their 
Champion, and in caſe our Champion ſhall 
overcome him, they are forthwith to quit the 
Land without doing Injury to any, and not 
diſturb this Realm any more; therefore we 
do deſire you, for the Love of Chriſt our 
Saviour, and for the Pardon of your own 
Sins, that you will heartily undertake this 
Duel againſt that curſed Pagan, for the Cauſe

To whom the Palmer anſwered, Oh my Lord 
the King, you may eaſily ſee that I am not 
in any Condition to take upon me this Fight, 
being feeble and weakened by daily Travel: 
Alas! where are your ſtout and hardy Sol- 
diers, who had wont to be in great Eſteem 
with you ?

Ah, quoth the King, ſome of them are 
dead, and ſome of them are gone to the 
Hoh - Land, but not yet returned; I had one 
valiant Knight which was Earl of Warwzck, 
called Guy, and he had a couragious Ser- 
vant named Sir Heraud de Ardene, would 
to God I had him here, for then ſhould n 
955 „ 
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Duel be foon undertaken, and the War fi- 
niſhed, and as he ſpake theſe Words, Tears 
fell from his Eyes; whereat the Palmer, be- 
ing very forrowful, beſought him to forbear 
further grieving, aſſuring him, that for the 
Love of Ciſt Feſus, and the Bleſſed Virgin, 
as alſo for the Honour of God's Holy Church 
and for the Soul of Guy, and Heraud his 
Companion, he would in the Fear of God 
undergo that Combat. Then did they bring 
him into the City, and to the Church with 
ringing of Bells, and Te Deum was begun 
with chearful Voices; and entertaining bim 
with Meat and Drink; as alſo with bathing; 
putting Apparel upon him; and for the 
ſpace of three Weeks cheared him up with 
enn en 1 d, 25 | 
After which, when the Day appointed for 
that Duel was come, the Palmer roſe early 
and heard three Maſſes, the firſt of the Holy 
Ghoſt, the ſecond of the Bleſſed Trinity, and 
the third of the Holy Croſs. Which being 
ended, he forthwith armed himſelf with the 
King's beſt Harneſs, and girt the Sword of 
Conſtantine the Great about him; and taking 
S. Maurice Lance in his Hand, got up on 
the King's beſt, Courler, being accounted of 
all that then beheld him the moſt proper and 
well appointed Knight that ever they ſaw: 
from thence rode he through the midſt of 
the City towards the Place afligned for 
1214 the 
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the Combat, which was in a Valley: called: 
CHILTECUMBE, Where he waited for Col. 
brand, who, ſhortly after came ſo weightily 
harneſſed that his Horſe could ſcarce carry 
him, and before him a Cart loaded wit 
Daniſh-Axes, great Clubs with Knobs of 
Iron, ſquared Bars of Steel, Lances, and 
Iron Hooks to pull his Adverſary to him: 
and ſo ſoon as be law the Palmer make to- 
wards him, calling loudly, he bad him get. 
off his Horſe and caſt himſelf down with 
Submiſſion; but the Palmer arming himſelf 
with the Sign of the Croſs, and commend- 
ing himſelf to God, put Spurs to his Horſe 
to meet the Giant, and in the firſt Encounter 
- pierced his Shield ſo far that his own Lance 
$6 oe into Shivers; which ſo enraged the 
G1ant that he bore up fiercely towards the 
Palmer, and {mote his Horſe with ſuch 
Strength that he cut off his Head. The 
Palmer therefore being diſmounted, nimbly 
and with great Courage directed his Blow at 
the Giant's Helmets; but by reaſon of his 
height, could reach no further than his 
Shoulder. Then Colbrand ſmote at the 
Palmer with a ſquare Bar of Steel; but he. 
ſeeing his Danger, interpoſed his Shield, 
which bore off the Blow, and on a ſudden _ 
did ſo vigouroully lay at the corner of the 
Giant's Target, that his Club, boiled with 
Iron, fell to the Ground; which whilit he 
e ſtretched

ſtretched out his Arm to take up, the Pal. 
mer with his Sword cut off his Hand: where- 
upon the Danes grew much diſmayed; and 

on the other fide was there as great rejoyc- 
ing by K. Athel/tan and the Engliſh: and 
yet, notwithſtanding, did Colbrand hold out 
the Combat till the Evening of that Day, 
that by looſing ſo much Blood he fainted, 

ſo that Guy, with all his Strength fetching 

a Blow cut off his Head. LES; 


The Vittory therefore, thus happily ob- 
tained, occaſioned the Danes, with great 
Confuſion, to haſten away. and the livin 
Guy to give Thanks unto God, repairing 
forthwith to the Cathedral, where he was 
honourably received with ſolemn Proceſſion 
by the Clergy and others, and offered his 
Weapon to God and the Patron of that 
Church before the High Altar, which, my 
Author ſaith, even to his Time, was kept 
in the Veſtry there, and called by the Name 
of Colbrand's Ax: but this being done, re- 
aſſumed his Pilgrim's Habit: whereupon the 
King became moſt importunate with him to 
diſcover his Name; but he utterly refuſed ſo 
to do, except to himſelf, and that upon his 
Oath not to reveal it; unto which condition 

the King aſſenting, they walked out alone 
in a Bye-Path to a certain Croſs at ſome diſ- 
tance from the City; and as ſoon as they 
came thither, humbly bowing himſelf to the 
SENT I ATT ER King 
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| King and ſaying that he was Guy, Earl of 
Warwick, the King embraced him in his 
Arms, killed him, and promiſed him large 
Rewards if he would live in his Court; 
but he, with much Thankfulneſs, refuſing 
to receive any, beſought the King that he 
would not diſcloſe what he had ſaid, in re- 
gard his Reſolution was to continue in that 
il rim's State; and ſo they there parted 


with Tears. 


From whence the Earl bent his Courſe to- 
wards Warwick, and coming thither, not 
known of any, for three Days together took 
Alms at the Hands of his own Lady, as one 
of thoſe thirteen poor People unto which 
| ſhe gave Relief herſelf, for the ſafety of him 
and her, and the Health of both their Souls; 
and having rendered Thanks to her, he re- 
aired to an Hermit that reſided amongſt the 
ſhady Woods hard by, deſiring by confer- 
ence with him toreceive ſome Spiritual Com- 
fort; where he abode with that holy Man 
till his Death, and upon Departure ont of 
this World, which happened in a ſhort Time 
ſucceeded him in that Cell, and continued 
the ſame courſe of Life for the ſpace of two 
Years after ; but then, diſcerning Death to 
approach, he ſent to his Lady their wed- 
ding Ring by a truſty Servant, wiſhing her 
to take care of his Burial ; adding alſo, that 
when ſhe came ſhe ſhould find him lyin 
OE 1 Dead 
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Dead in the Chapel before the Altar; and 
moreover, that within fifteen Days after, ſhe 
herſelf ſhould depart this Life: whereupon 
ſhe came accordingly, and brought with her 
the Biſhop of the Dioceſe, and alſo many of 
the Clergy and other People, and finding 
his Body there, did honourably Inter it in 
that Hermitage * and was herſelf afterwards 
buried by him, leaving her paternal Inhe- 
ritance to Reynburn her only Son. Which 
departure of our famous Guy, happened in 
the Year of our Lord 929, and of his Age 
the Seventieth. 5 8 


To whom ſucceeded the noble Reynburn, 
Earl of Warwick, through his Mother's 
Right, who having been ſtolen away in his 
Childhood, and carried into Ruffia, where 
he gave great Teſtimony of his ſingular Va- 
lour in 3 warlike Feats whilſt he con- 
tinued in thoſe foreign Parts, upon his re- 
turn into England, he wedded the beautiful 
Lady Leonetta, Daughter to King Athelſtan; 
but afterwards dying beyond the Seas, was 
buried in a certain Iſland near unto Venice, 
and left for his Succeſſor Megeat, alias 
Meythi the humed, a Perſon of great Courage, 
and much honoured for his Skill in Mar- 
tial Affairs. e Oh.”

. Guy's Cliff, near WARWICK, 


To whom ſucceeded Wolreat, who obtain- 
ed a Grant from thoſe ſecular Canons which 
were poſſeſt of the Abbey of Eveſham upon 
Expulſion of the Monks, for five Hides of 
Land in Whitlaxford upon an eaſier Rent 
than had wont to be given; conditionally, 
that upon his Death the Monaſtery might 
repoſſeſs the ſame Land, with all the Stock 
that ſhould then happen to be upon it: not- 
_ withſtanding which, the Monks could not 

et it _ of a long Time after, till that 

bbot Egelwyne purchaſed it anew of Earl 
Wigod, a potent Man in the Days of K. 


Edward the Confeſſor. This Wolgeat was 


in ſpecial Favour with K. Ethelred, but for 
his wicked Courſes and Oppreſſions, had all 
his Lands and Honour taken from him in 
the Year 1006. Whether he had ever Reſ- 
titution of them, or in whoſe Hands the 
Earldom was thereupon put, is uncertain; _ 
but true it is, that Warwick, with a great 

art of the Country, became ſhortly after 
Tin An. 1016. ) much waſted by Canutus 
the Dane; at which Time the Nunnery, 
near to the Church of St. Nicholas, as allo 
the Abby were burnt to the Ground. When, 


or by whom thoſe Religious Houſes. were 


founded, I never yet could find, nor any 

mention of them before this. It ſeems the 

Abbey ſtood on the North-Welt part of the 

Town, for the Lane there, called ABBy- 

LANE, argueth as _ : and the ſaid .

I nov come to Wigod, the hereditary Suc- 
ceſſor of Molgeat, who being a potent Man 
and a great Warrior, as alſo a ſpecial Bene- 
factor to the Monks of Eveſham, lived in 
the Times of K. Ethelred, and K. Edmund, 
and of the Daniſh Kings; and had to Wife 
the Siſter of Earl Leofrike (Founder of the 
Monaſtery at Coventry ). | 

To him ſucceeded Alwyne, cotemporary 
with K. Edward the Confelio: and Wilham 
the Conqueror; which Alwyne left Iſſue Tur- 
chill, who likewiſe ſtands in the Catalogue 
of our Earls, and was a great Man in 1 5 
Age, but no more really Earl than his Fa- 
ther and Lesen were. 


This Turchill reſided here at Warwick, 
and had great Poſſeſſions in this County, 
when Wilkam Duke of Normandy invaded 
England and. vanquiſhed K, Harold: and 
though he was then a Man of eſpecial Note 
and Power, yet did he give no Aſſiſtance to 
Harold in that Battle, as may eaſily be ſeen 
from the Favour he received at the Hands 


1 

of the Conqueror: for by the general Sur- 
vey, begun about the Fourteenth of King 

Melliams Reign, it appears that he then 
continued poſſeſt of vaſt Lands in this Shire; 
and yet thereof was neither the Borough or 
Caſtle of Marwich any part, as from the 
ſaid Survey may be collected, the Borough 
in Edward the Confeſſor's Time anſwerin 
a certain yearly Ferm to the King, and 
the Caſtle properly belonging to the Earl of 
Mercia, if not to the King, as a ſpecial ſtrong 
Hold for the Defence of all theſe Parts ; 
and whereof the ſaid Turchill, being in the 
Nature of a Governor, as his Anceſtors 
were, had his Denomination, viz. Turchill 
de Warwick, attributed to him by the Nor- 
mans, who firſt introduced ſuch Surnames 
of Places here amongſt us. And therefore 
whereas my Author repreſents him to have 
been a great enlarger of Haruich Caſtle, his 
Words are, Caſtr: Marroici Millihelmi Con- 
queſtorts, and adds, nam Rex Will. Con- 
queſtor ad Caſtella conſtruenda totam Angliam 
fatigabat. And what was this for, but to 
| buſy their Minds and bring them low in 
their Eſtates, that they ſhould neither have 


Time nor Abilities to contrive any Inſur- 


rection againſt him, as alſo to have places 
of Strength. in every Corner for better 
keeping the ſubdued Engliſh in Awe. 


I ſhall now deſcend to ſpeak of thoſe 
Earls that were of the Norman Race, the

firſt of which was called Henry de Noto. 
burgo from the Caſtle of Newburgh, in Nor- 
mandy, the Place of his Birth. 0 


He was the younger Son of Rog. de Bel- 
locampo, Earl of Mellent ; but of his ad- 
vancement to the Earldom of Warwick, the 
direct Time appears not; yet by all Circum- 

ages 1 well that it was towards the lat- 
>—M end of Milliam the Conqueror's Time, 
regard there is no mention of him, in the 

general Survey (begun the Fourteenth of his 
. for my Author ſays, that K. Milli- 

am having begirt Warwick with a mighty 

Ditch for the Precin& of its Walls, and 
erected the Gates at his own Charge, did 

then promote this Henry to the Earldom, 

and annexed thereto the Royalty of the 
Borough of Warwick, with the Appurte- 
Nances, which at that Time er to the 
Crown. | 5 8 


It ſhould ſeem, that before the King raiſ- 
ed him to that State of Earl, he was truſted 
with the Cuſtody of Warwick Caſtle, then 
newly built by the Conqueror, or rather 
enlarged and more ſtrengthened; but though 
he had this Honour by the Conqueror's 
Gift, he was not during that King's Days 
N of all thoſe great Lands whereof 
he died ſeized, for it is evident, that King 
Melliam Rufus in the very beginning of his 
n ä Reign 


— (mn) 

Reign, beſtowed on him the whole Inherit- 
ance of 7urchill, before- mentioned, in Aug- 
mentation of his Earldom. . 


The moſt memorable of this Henry is, 
that he was one of thoſe great Men who, in 
An. 1081 ( 14. Will. C. ) by fair perſuaſions 
qualified the Anger of K. Milliam conceived 
towards Robert Curthoſe, his eldeſt Son, ſo 
that a fair compoſure then enſued betwixt 


them: that he was allo of great famili- 


arity with Henry, the King's youngeſt Son, 
and one that ſtuck cloſeſt to him, upon the 
Death of Wilham Rufus, for his obtaining 
the Crown, and fo likewiſe ever afterwards. 


This Earl began the making of Wedgnock- 
Part, near his Caſtle of Warwezck, following 
therein the example of K. Henry, who made 
the firſt Park at Woodſtock that ever was in 
England. He founded the Priory at Mar- 
wick; gave the Church of Comyton-Murdac 
to be a Prebend in the Church of our Lady 
at Warwick, before it was made Collegiate, 
Vith other Benefits. 


He wedded Margaret the Daughter to 
Rotrode, Earl of Perch, and had Iſſue by 
her Roger, who ſucceeded him in the Earl. 
dom of Warwick. 15 LE 


| This Roger ſucceeding to the Earldom, 
was amongſt others of the great Nobility, a

Witneſs to the Charter of K. Stephen's Laws 
(in 1ſt. Stephen) but for his Military Ac- 


tions, I find no great Commendation of him. 


The Foundation of the Priory here at 
Warwick, begun by his Father, he perfected; 
and did himſelf found the Collegiate Church 
of S. Mary in I arwick: as allo S. Micha- 
27's Hoſpital for Lepers there; together with 

the Houſe of Templars beyond the Bridge. 


He wedded Gundrede, Daughter to Wil- 
lam the ſecond Earl Warren, and Siſter, 
by the Mother's fide, to Waleran, Earl of 
Mellent, by whom he had Iflue three Sons, 


viz. William, Waleran, and Henry, and a 


Daughter called Agnes: which William and 
MWaleran were both Earls of Warwick ſue- 
ceſſivel y. 5 e 


To Roger ſucceeded in the Earldom of 
Warwick, William his Son and Heir, this 
Milliam founded the Hoſpitals of S. John 


and S. Thomas, both in Warvich, built a 


new Church for the Templars there, and 
enlarged their Poſſeſſions by the Gift of the 
Manor of Shirburn, and certain Lands in 


Morton, both in this County. 


This Earl had two Wives, vz, Maud the 
eldeſt of the two Daughters and Co-Heirs to 
H 1am Lord Percy, and Margaret Deivill, 
if Rous miſtake not, but 1 rather think that

Maud was the latter; but by neither of theſe - 
Wives had he any Iſſue; ſo that, depart- 
ing this Life in the Holy-Land, 15 Nov. An. 

1 184 (30 H. 2.) Waleran, his Brother, ſuc- 
ceeded him in the Earldom and Eſtate. 


I dont find that this Earl was a Benefactor 
to any Religious Houſe, other than the 
Hoſpital of S. Michael in Warwick, where- 
unto he gave all the Tithe ariſing out of the 
Aſſarts of Wedgnock, as alſo of the Paun- 
age and Veniſon. . 


He had two Wives, Margaret the Daugh- 
ter to Humphrey de Bohun, Earl of Here- 
ford, and Alice the Daughter of John de 
Harecurt (but Widow of John de Limeſe ) 
and departing this Life in 6. John left Iflue 
divers Children; of which Henry his eldeſt 
Son ſucceeded him in the Earldom. 


This Earl Henry, being in Minority at the 
Death of his Father, was committed to the 


Cuſtody of Thomas Baſſett (of Hedindon 


near Oxford ). Which Thomas, for a Fine 


that he paid to the King, had a Grant of 


his Marriage, gth, May, 7 John, to the

During the Minority of this Earl it was

 heritance, unto Mlliam de Brews, concern- 
ing which the ſucceeding Earls of Warwick 
had great Suits. He had two Wives, viz. 
Margery the eldeſt of the two Daughters of 
Henry d Oyli, of Hoke-Norton in Com. Qxon, 


and Siſter of Henry that died without Iſſue 
(by which means part of d'Oyle's Inherit- 


ance came to this Family) and Philippa, 
one of the three Daughters and Heirs unto 
e of Baſjett, of Hedindon, before-men- 

tioned. hey 


The Iſſue left by this laſt- mentioned Earl 


was one Son and one Daughter, ſcil. Tho- 


mas and Margery, both by his firſt Wife.

afterwards in the (27 Year of Henry g.) ſhe 
wedded John de | f 

ſuch high Eſteem with the King that, being 
a great part of the Vear precedent attend- 
ing him in France, he there received a Horſe 
from the Seneſchall of Gaſcoign, of the 
King's ſpecial Gift, prized at 30 Marks, 


Which was no ſmall value compared with 


the rate of other Things about that Time, 


a ee of Wheat being then but at two 


lings price. 


So well was the King pleaſed with this 
2 


Lady for marrying John de Pleſſets, that he 


remitted ſeveral Sums due to him from her, 
and gave her three Bucks out of the Foreſt 
of Havering in Eſſex, at which Time ſhe 

had the Title of Margery Counteſs of = 
Wick, 
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wick, Wife to John de Pleſſets, without any 
Name of Earl than attributed to him ; but 
afterwards the King gives him Permiſſion to 
uſe the Title of Comes Warw:ict, which at- 
terwards upon all Occaſions he uſed. 


All that I find further memorable of this 
Lady is, that in her Widowhood, before ſhe 
married John de Pleſſets, ſhe confirmed to 
the Hoſpital of S. Michael in Warwezck for 
the Health of her Soul, and for the Souls 
of Earl Henry her Father, Earl Thomas her 
Brother, John Mareſchall her Huſband, 
and her Anceſtors, all the Obventions as well 
m great as {mall Tithes and other Things, 
of the Aſſarts of Wedgnock, with the Tithe 
of the Paunage and Veniſon of Wedgnock 
and Kinſell, as freely as Earl Waleran her 
Grandfather, did give them thereto: and 
moreover, beſtowed on the Poor of Warwick, 
towards their better Relief for ever, a com- 
mon Paſture, called CLAY-PITS, lying 
on the Weſt-ſide of the Town. N 


I come now to Mlliam Mauduit, the 
ſucceeding Ear], unto whom the Inheritance 
of that Honour and Lands thereto belong- 
ing, upon the Death of the ſaid Cause 5 
deſcended, as Son and Heir to Alice, the 
Daughter of Earl Wateran. This William 
was of Han ſlay in Com.

the ſtrength that the rebellious Barons had 
then got together, that the King grew ne- 
ceſſiated to let his Welſh Expedition alone, 
and ' marched to Northampton, and in all 
Prob ay ſent away this Earl to make ſure 
11s Caſtle at Warwick, being a place ſo 
conſiderable in regard of its Strength and 
Situation, and the rather, becauſe the Re- 
bels were poſſeſt at that time of Kenilworthi 
Caſtle: but ſuch was the unhappineſs of 
this Earl that for want of diligent Guards, 
they came from Kenilxborth under the com- 
mand of on Giffard, Governor of that 
Caſtle, and ſurprized this at Warwick by 
Treachery, ſlew divers of the Earls Soldiers, 
and carried him, with his Counteſs, Priſon- 
ers to Kenilworth; out of Which, before he 
could be delivered, they made him pay 
nineteen Hundred Marks for his Ranſom, 
and threw down all the Walls, except Tow- 
ers, of Warwick Caſtle. Ln 


He married Alice, the Daughter of G:/- 
bert de Segrave, but died without Iſſue, 8, 
3 1267, 52 H. 3. Whereupon Wil- 
iam de N Son to Iſabel his Siſter, 
as his next Heir, ſucceeded him in the In- 
heritance of this Earldom and Eſtate, who 

was at that time thirty Years of Age, and!

wedded Maud, the eldeſt of the four Siſters 
and Heirs to Richard Fitz- John, Son of 
Join Filz-Geffery, Juſtice of Ireland, and 
Widow-of Gerard de Furnivall, he depart- 
ed this Life, An. 1298 ( 26. Ed. 1) leaving 
Guy, his Son and Heir, then twenty-ſix 


Years of Age. 


This Guy, had his Chriſtian Name (out 


of 15 in Remembrance of the Warlike 


Guy, Earl of Warwick, in the Saxons Time, 
and was a martial Man as well as his Anceſ- 
tors. He was Summoned by the King to 


attend in ſeveral Expeditions, where he be- 


haved himſelf ſo Gallantly; that the King, 
(Ed. 1,) greatly rewarded him. 


In the fifth Lear of Edward 2. he took 

art with 7homas Earl of Lancaſter, and 
Fo other of the Nobility, who being diſ- 
contented that Piers de Gaveſton, then Earl 
of Cornwall, was ſo much in Favour with 
the King, put themſelves in Arms, and took 
him at Scardeburgh; but the King hear- 
ing thercof deſired to ſpeak with him, and 
that his Lite might be ſaved, promiſing that 
which motion and aſſurance ſo wrought up- 
on the Earl of Pembroke, who was one of 


he would in all r ſatisfy their Requeſts: 


the great Men then acting in this Tragedy, 
that he undertook, upon forteiture of all he 
had, that if he would conſent to the King's 


propoſals

ropoſals, he would take care that Piers 
mould not eſcape, but after Conference with 
the King ſhould ſtand to the Judgments of 
the Barons; which was yielded unto, and a 
Day and Place aſſigned when he ſhould be 
delivered back to them: whereupon the E. 
of Pembroke reſolved to carry him unto Mal- 
 tingford; but being on the Journey at 
Dedington in Oxfordſhire, where he had 
left a Guard of his own Servants to look to 
him, himſelf and his Counteſs lodging at 
the next Town; this Guy Earl of Warwick 
came in the night Time, with a number of 
armed Men, and carried him back to War- 
wick Caſtle; where; conſulting with thoſe 
about him, -what then to do, they preſently 
determined, without delay, to cut off his 
Head, and accordingly did fo upon a ring 
Ground, called BLACK LOW-HILL, * 
about a Mile Northwards from Warw:ck. 
It ſeems that this Piers had much angered 
the Earl of Warwick, in calling him the 
Black Dog of Arderne, becauſe he was of

Thomas his Son, born in Warwick Caſtle, 
ſucceeded him as Earl of Warwick, and was 
very Young at his Father's Death; but who 
had the Cuſtody and Tuition of his Perſon, 


during King Ed. 2, Reign, I find not; but 


in the 1, of Ed. 3, the Caſtle of Warwick, 
with the reſt of his Lands were committed 


to Roger Mortimore of Wigmore, till he 


ſhould arrive to his full Age. 


From the Time that he came to Man's 


Eſtate even till his Death, which happened 


in 43, of King Edward g, was he ſcarce 
ever out of ſome notable and high Imploy- 
ment. He attended the King in an Expe- 


dition to Scotland; in the 12 Edu. g, the 


King in Satisfaction of a great Sum of Mo- 
ney that he owed to Roger, Lord Mortimore 


for the Time that he was his Lieutenant of 


Ireland, granted unto him the Benefit of his 
Marriage, whereupon he became wedded: to 

the La Kath. his Daughter. In the 18 
Ed. g, he was conſtituted Marſhall of Eng- 


land, In which he entailed the Caſtle 5 of 


Warwzck, with divers great Lordſhips, upon 


his Iſſue Male. In the 20 Ed. g, he attend- 


ed the King in his French Expedition; at 
the ſame Time was he one of the principal 
Commanders, that with the Black Prince ſed : 
the Van of his Army, in that famous Battle 


of Crefſy, where the Engliſh got ſuch laſting 


Honour.

To the Collegiate Church of Wurwick he 
gave the Wee of the Church of Piller- 
ton-Hercy in this County: to the Hoſpital 
of S. John Baptiſt in Warwick, the Moiety 
of the Church of Morton D'aubrey in this 
Shire.

Secret Grudges and Jealouſies ariſin 
among the great Men towards them that had 
moſt Intereſt with the King, began now 
to ſhew their Effects, and ſeveral great Men 
were ſeized, among whom our Earl was 
one who was arrefted and carryed away 
' Priſoner; who putting himſelf upon the Par- 
lament for Juſtice, and acknowledging the 
Meeting at ee eo had Judgment 
of Death paſt upon him: howbeit the King 
qualified that Sentence and gave him his 
Life in Exchange for a perpetual Baniſh- 
ment to the Iſle of Man, where he was to

Whereupon this his Caſtle and Lordſhip 
of Warwick, with divers other Manors, 
were given to Thomas Holland, Earl of Kent, 
and to the Heirs Male of his Body: and the 
next Year was his Son and Heir, viz.

In the firſt Year of whoſe Reign a Par- 
lament makes null and void all that had 
been done in 21 Richard 2, fo that this our 
Earl of Warwick was. then reſtored to his 
full Liberty, Honour, and Poſſeſſions, hav- 
ing whatſoever Goods in Warw:ck Caſtle 
were to be found belonging to Thomas 
Holland Earl of Kent, before-mentioned 
beſtowed upon him; and in particular that 
Suit of Hangings containing the {aid Story 
of Guy of Maric, all which were for- 
feited to the new King by Attainder of 
Holland.

In the 49 Edward g, he eſtabliſhed an 
Anniverſary for his Father, for the ſolem- 
nization or the Dean, Canons, and 
Vicars of that Church, and every Prieſt 
in Warweck, that ſhould come to the Dirige 
and Maſs, was to have his Dinner and Four- 
pence in Money, and Six Shillings and 
Eight-pence to be given amongſt the Friers 
of that Town; Three Shillings and Four- 
pence to the Canons of S. Sepulchres in 
155 > D .

In 5 Richard 2, he built one of the Cells 
in the Monaſtery of Carthufrans juxta Co- 
ventrie at the firſt Foundation of that re- 
ligious Houſe: In6, he gave the perpetual 
Patronage of the Church dedicated to S. 
James, ſituate over the Gate called HON- 
GYNGATE in Warwick, to the Gild of

but this hopeful Branch, the only Heir Male 
to theſe great Earls was cropt in the flower 
of his Vouth, before the Fruits of his hero- 
ick Diſpoſition could be fully manifeſted to 
the World: or 11th, of June 1445, 29. H. 
6, being but twenty-two Years of Age he 
died at Hanlay 1957 lace of his Birth) and 
was buried in the Abby of Tewkſbury. In 
his Fathers life Time, When he was ſcarce 


ten Years of Age, being then called Lord 
Deſpencer, he wedded Cectly. Daughter to 
Richard Newll, Earl of Saliſbury, by whom 
he. left only one Daughter called Anne, 
which Anne had the Title of Counteſs of 
Warwick, but did not long ſurvive; where- 
on. Anne, her Aunt, Siller, of the. whole 
Blood to the late Duke of Wurwick became 
Heir to the Earldom, being at that Time 
the Wife of Rickard Nevill, Son and Heir to 
Richard: Nevill, Earl of aun: which 
Richard, by reaſon of his ſaid Marriage, 
and in reſpect of his ſpecial Services about 
the, Kings Perſon, had the Dignity, and 
Title of Earl of Warwick conferred on him. 


This is that Richard Nevill, who by our 

Hiſtorians is called The, Hout Earl of Har- 
wick, and well he might be fo, in regard he 
bore ſuch bold Sway towards the latter end 
of King Hen, 6, and part of Edw. 4, Reign.

He left two Daughters 1/abell and Anne: 
T/abel! was married to George, Duke of (la- 
rence; in regard of which Marriage he was 
by Charter bearing date 14 Auguſt, 12 Ed. 4, 
created Earl of Warwick; but afterwards 
being charged with divers Offences againſt 
the King, was attamed in Parliament An. 
1477, 16 Edw. 4, and about a Month after, 
being a Priſoner in the Tower, there cruelly 
Murthered by drowning in a Butt of Malm- 
ſey, not without the King's conſent : But the 
Lady 1/abell his Wife died at Warwick Caſ- 
tle, about a Year before, poiſoned, as our 
Writers ſay, and was buried in the Abby of

Ibis Duke had Iſſue by her, two Sons,

8, 
was through the great Favour of K. Edward, 
or rather of Edward Duke of gr” wy 
then Lord Protector, created Earl of Mar- 
wick, 1. Edw. 6, as deſcended from Mar- 
garet the eldeſt Daughter to Richard Beau- 
champ, ſometime Earl of Warwzck. 5 


By Jane, Daughter and Heir to Sir Edu. 
Gilford, Knight, he left eight Sons and five 
Daughters: Ambroſe the third Son, was re- 

ſtored in Blood, by Queen Mary; this Sir 

Ambroſe, in the 4th, of her Reign, was 

made Viſcount Lifle, and two Days after, 

created Earl of Warwick, and thereupon ' 
obtained a Grant of Warwick Caſtle, Wedg- 
nock-Park, the Manor of Warwick, and di- 
vers other Lordſhips in this County, which 
came to the Crown by the e 5 of his 
Father.

He married three Wives, but had no Iſſue 
by either of them; on his Death the Title 
of Earl of Warwick became again extinck, 
and the Lordſhips and Lands which he had 
obtained by Grant, part of the Inheritance 
of the old Earls 4 Warwick, reverted to 
the Crown. 8 3 
This Title was again revived by King 
1 1, who, in the Year 1618, raed 
Robert Lord Rich to the Dignity of Earl of 
Warwick, in whoſe poſterity it continued 
until the 8th, September 1759, when it be- 

came again extinct by the 122 of Edward 
Rich; Earl of Warwick, and Holland, with-

Having thus finiſhed the Earls, I ſhall 
now proceed with. the Town, of Warwick 
itſelf; whereof, as to its firſt Building b 
 Kymbeline, a King of the Britans, and al 
other paſſages relating thereto, during the 
Saxons time, has been already related in 
the Story of thoſe Earls. In the Conquer- 
ar's time it was a Borough, 2d eſt habitaculum 
ſeu locus munitus, and contained celxi Hou» 
ſes, whereof cxxx were poſſeſt by the King, 
qxii by theſe his Barons, whoſe Names, with 
the particular Number held by each of them, 
1 have here added, viz.

All which were belonging to the Lands 
they held in this County, and apprized with 
them, and the Reſidue being xix by fo ma- 
ny Burgeſſes; which Burgeſſes enjoyed them 
with Soc and Sac, and all Cuſtoms as they 
did in Edward the Confeſſor's Days. In 
the. Time of the ſaid King Edward, the 
Shirivalty of this County, with the Borough 
of Marruich, and all the King's Mannors 
in the Shire, anſwered LXV . in Money, 
and xxxvi Sectars of Honey, or xxvi i. and 
viits. in Lieu thereof: But at the Time of 
the General Survey, they were rated at 
cxLv Ib. in Weight (in the Ferm of the 
King's Mannors) xx1u di. for the Cuſtom of 
Dogs, xx s. for a Sumpter Horſe, i i. for a 
Hawk, and vis. to the Queen for a Fine; 
beſides this they paid alſo xx1v Sectars of 
Honey, of the greater Meaſure, and the 
Borough vi. Sectars, viz. xvd, a Settar, 
whereof the Earl of Mellent had vi Sectars 
and vs. The Cuſtom of this Borough then 

was (as by the ſame Survey appears) that 

that whenever the King went in Perſon in 

any Expedition by Land x Burgeſſes thereof 
attended

attended him inſtead of all the reſt; and if he 
that was warned to give ſuch his Attendance 
did not go, he ſhould pay unto the King cs. 
But if the King did go by Sea againſt his 
Enemies the whole Borough was to ſend 


him in four Bulſueins (id eft Mariners) or 


Iv. in Money. 


That it was by the Conqueror granted 


to Henry de Newburgh upon his Advance- 
ment to the Earldom of Warw:ck is manifeſt 
enough, though the particular Charter, if 
he had any, whereby it was ſo given appears 
not; for I find that the ſame Henry conſer- 
red the Tenth of the Toll thereof, upon 


Wilkan, one of his Priefis; as allo. that- - 
Earl Roger, Son to the ſaid Henry, for the 


Health of his Soul, gave likewiſe iv Il. xs, 
of his Rent out of it unto one John, a 
Prieſt; and by the Inquiſition taken after 
the Death of Guy de Beauchamp, Earl of 


Warwick, 9 E. 2. it appears, that he held 


the ſame with the Suburbs and Caſtle, of the 


King in 2 per ſervitium Comitatus, 


which, (no doubt) was the Service whereby 
King William granted it unto the before 
ſpecified Henry, the firſt Earl of the Nor- 


man Line. In 16 HF. 2. it anſwered v Marks 


for Pleas concealed. In 31 H. g. upon ſet- 
ling divers Mannors, (part of the Earldom 
of Warwick) upon John de Pleſſets for Lite, 


vrho had married Margery the Siſter and 
TY” ; 9 Heir 
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Heir to Thomas the laſt Earl, the Mannor 
(for by that Name it was termed) was one 
which John de Pleſſets (being Earl) by 
his Charter, bearing Date the Friday next 
after the Feaſt of S. Matthew the Apoſtle; 
in 45 H. 3 granted to the Burgeſſes of this 
air here for three Days, with Im- 
munity, that all comers thereto ſhould be 
quit of Toll ſix Years; and if any Man did 
commit an Offence within the compaſs of 
the ſaid Fair, to be amerced by the faid Earl's 
Bailiff and x1 lawful Burgeftes ; and in cafe 
any Stranger repairing thither at ſuch Time, 
ſhould ſet up a Stall of xn Foot upon the 
bare Ground, to pay vid, for the fame— 
Hovwbeit, the Inhabitants to ere& Stalls at 
their Pleaſure. wn. 


In 4 E. 1, it was certified that there was 
a Piece of Ground, lying in the Suburbs of 
this Borough, held by the King by the Ser- 

vice of iv Horſhoes bor the King's Courfer, 
when he came to his Mannor of Stonely, 
which Piece of Ground the Prior of A/tby 
then held, and in 7 E. 1, it appears that 
Milliam de Beauchamp, then Earl of Mar- 
wick, held the before ſpecified Borough, of 
of the King in Capite, and that he had here 
a yearly Fair laſting eight Days before the 
Feaſt of Saint Peter i, vincula, and eight 
Days after; as alſo a Mercate every Week 
upon the MHedngſday, and valued at xxiiſi li.

he claimed to have a Gallows with Aſſize 
of Bread and Beer in this Place, pleaded 
preſctipuon, whereupon, the ſame was al- 
lawed: And in 18 E. 1, obtained the King's 
Charter, bearing Date the 25th of Avoult, 
for himſelf and his Heirs, to have another 
Fair here yearly, to laſt for fifteen Days, 
viz. the even Day and morrow after the 
Feaſt of the Apoſtles St. Peter and St. Paul, 
and xii Days following. About the latter 
end of whoſe Reign the Pavement of this

And at the end of the ſaid three Years, they 
had another Patent, for continuing the like 
Impoſition for three Years more: Yet all 
this would not do, for after thoſe three 
| Years were ended, they had the ſame re- 
newed for three Years longer. After which, 
viz. 1 H. g, the Fair at Michaelmas being 
found inconvenient, was by a new Charter 
changed to the even Day, and Morrow af- 
ter the Feaſt of S. Bartholomew the Apoſtle. 


That this being an eminent Borough, 
ſent uſually two Burgeſſes to the Parliament

In thoſe Days (in the Saxons Time 1 
mean) were very few ſuch defenſible places 


as we now call Caſtles, that being a French 
Name; ſo that though the Engliſh were a 
bold and warhke People, yet for want of 


the like * Holds were they much the 
1 


leſs able to reſiſt their Enemies: Which de- 
fect gave great advantage to the Norman 
Conqueror, after his victory at Haſtings, 


whereof he was ſo ſenſible, that he neglected 
not to raiſe ſtore of ſuch Forts throughout 


the whole Realm, amongſt which this at 


Warwick was not the leaſt, there being four 
Houſes that belonged to the Monks of Co- 
ventry waſted for its enlargement thereof; 

for effecting therefore of this work was Tur- 


chili ge Warwick (of whom I have ſpoke in 


my ſtory of the Earls) eſpecially employed 
by King William, Howben, after it became 
2 1 — „„ pe 
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_ perfetied he would not truſt him with the 
Cuſtody thereof, but committed it to Henry 
de Newburgh, whom he advanced to the 

Earldom, as I have already ſnewec. 


There was heretoſore a Church within 
the Precincts of this Caſtle, dedicated to 
the Honour of A/ Saints and of no leſs 
Antiquity than the Britains Time, as Rows 
affirmeth, and therefore, if it were at firſt 
founded therein, then doth it plainly ſhew 
that the Caſtle was Built before the Romans 
made this place a Garriſon; for it is evident 
: 3 what I have already ſaid) that Saint 
Dubritius, in thoſe Days making Warwick 
his Epiſcopal Seat, had his reſidenee there; 
but if by any enlargemem of the Caſtle it 
came afterwards to be encompaſſed with us 
Walls, it alters the caſe. This Church had 
divers Cuſtoms and Priviledges belonging to 
it, as appears by King H. 1, Charter, dated 
at Woodſtoke, whereby he confirmed them; 
as alſo Judicia Ferri et Aque; id eſt, Fire 
and Water Ordeal, in as ample a manner 
as it had wont to have them in Edu. the 
Confeſſors Time, and afterwards: But in 
the ſaid King H. 1. Time it became united 
to the Collegiate Chureh of our Lady, 
founded by Roger Earl of Warwick, as when 
I come to ſpeak thereof ſhall be ſhewed. 
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Out of this Caſtle, towards the latter end 
of King Stephen's Reign, upon the arrival 
of Henry Duke of Normandy did Gundred, 
the then Counteſs of Warwzck, turn out the 
King's Soldiers, and delivered it up to the | 
ſaid Duke, who was ſhortly after King of 
England, by the Name of Henry 2. after 
which, viz. m 19 Henry 2. upon the Re- 
bellion of Young Henry (whom his Father 
had cauſed to be crowned) it was gar- 
riſoned by the King, at which Time the 
Sheriff of this Shire, /c:l. Betram de Verdon, 
accounted vi 4. xiii g. ivd. for 20 Quarters 
of Bread Corn; xxs. for 20 Quarters of 
Malt: cs. for 50 Biets ſalted up; xxxs. for 
co Cheeſes, and xxs. for Salt, then laid in 
for the victualling thereof: And the next 


enſuing Year did the ſame Sheriff account, 


xxx li. Xs. viii d. paid to the Soldiers there- 
in; as alſo vi. vis. xi d. for Repairs: And 
in 21 H. 2. xivli. xvs. vd. more for the 
Soldiers Wages: But I do not find it any 
longer garriſoned in that King's Time:— 
Howbeit in 7 John the then Sheriff, ſcil. 
Hugh de Chaucumbe accounted xxv li. vis. 
for the Ward thereof: Which King had 
you Affiance in the fidelity of Thomas 
Baſſett, of Hedingdon in Com. Oxon, for he 

not only granted to him the Wardſhip and 
Marriage of Henry, Son and Heir to Wale- 
ran Earl of Warwick, but truſted him with 
the Cuſtody of this Caſtle, the ſame Sheriff 

having command to deliver it up to him.

Alfter this, the like Cuſtody thereof was 
committed to Hugh de Nevill ; but in 18 Joh. 
the ſaid: Hugh had command to deliver it 
unto Henry, the then Earl of Warwick, and 


the before ſpecified Thomas Baſſett. And of 


what rem regard it was in thoſe Times may 
be diſcerned by the King's Precept to the 
Archbiſhop of Yor#, and Will. de Canizlupe, 


for requiring good Security of Margery, 


Siſter and Heir-to Thomas, then Earl of 
Warwick, that ſhe ſhould not take to Huſband 
any Perſon whatſoever in whom the ſaid 
King could not repoſe Truſt as in his own 
ſelf; the chief Reaſon being there given in 
theſe words, eo quod Caſtrum habet ingenlis 
fortatudints, et Situm . partes Mar- 
chi. But in 48 H. g, when Miliam Mauduit 
the then Earl of Warw:ck, with his Counteſs, 
where ſurprized here by a treacherous Prac- 
tiſe of the Rebels that then held Kenz/worth 
Caſtle; the Walls hereof were thrown down 


by thoſe Conſpirators, leaſt they of the Royal 
Party ſhould have made any advantage to 


themſelves by poſſeſſing it. 


Upon the extent of the Lands of Guy de 
Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, taken after 
his Death in ꝙ E. 2, the Ditches and Courts 
belonging to the Caſtle were valued at vis. 
viii d, per Annum, and the Garden adjoin- 


ing thereto, with another Garden called the 


Vineyard as much: Shortly after which ii. 
14 E. 2. 
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14 E. 2, was Melliam de Sutton conſtituted 
Conſtable thereof, in regard of the minority 
of Thomas Son and Heir to the deceaſed 
Earl, Command being given to Walter de 
Beachamp, the then Conſtable of it. to de- 
liver it up accordingly : But this Melliam de 
Sutton held not that Office long, for the 
next Year following I find it in the Sheriffs 
_ Cuſtody: As alſo that one Thomas Blaunc- 
front, and certam others by Force and 
Arms entered it, and turning him out kept 
Poſſeſſion thereof: Whereupon Complaint 
being made to the King, he immediately 
directed his Precept to the ſaid Sheriff, to take 
along with him John Peche (a great Man in 
this County) or any other of the King's 
loyal Subjects, and requiring the Delivery 
thereof, to commit thoſe Malefactors that 
ſo held it to Priſon: Which being accord- 
- ingly performed, the ſaid Jom Peche was 
made Governor of it; but in that Truſt he 
continued not long. for in 20 E 2, Thomas 
le Blount had the Charge thereof granted to 
him: And in 1 E. 3, Bo er de Mortimer of 
Wigmore, together with the reſt of the Earl 
of Warwzick's. Lands during his Minority. 


After this /c:l. in 10 E. g, John the Son 
and Heir to Robert le Purſer of Warwick, 
(a Servant to Thomas Beauchamp, the then 
Earl) granted unto the ſaid Robert his Fa- 
ther, in the Church of Saint Nicholas, here

at Warwick, for one Prieſt to fing Maſs in 
this Caſtle, for the ſaid Earl and his Heirs 
for ever, which Earl erected anew the outer 
Wall of the Caſtle, with divers Towers: But 
the great Tower at the North-Eaſt Corner 
thereof called GUY's TOWER, the 
Walls whereof are x Foot thick, was built 
by Thomas Earl of Warwick, Son to the 
laſt Earl, about the 17 of K. R. 2 Reign, 
upon whole Baniſhment in 20 R. 2. (of which 
I have elſewhere ſpoke) the K. granted the 
Cuſtody thereof to John de Clinton, ſcil. 
g of Auguſt the ſame Year: But the 28 of 
September following he gave it, with a great 
part of the {aid Earl's Poſſeſſions, to 7homas 
Holland Earl of Kent, and the Heirs Male 
of his Body: Howbeit, in 1 H. 4. the ſaid. 
Earl repoſſeſſed it again; nor do Liſind that 
from this Time to Edw. 4 Reign, it was 
out of Poſſeſſion of the ſucceſſive Earls, but 
then, upon the Death of George Duke of 
Clarence, it being ſeized into the King's 
Hands, on Hug ford, Eſq. by reaſon of 
the Minority of Edw. Plantagenct, Son and 
Heir to the ſaid Duke, was conſtituted 
Conſtable thereof; and in 2 N. g, Humpirey 
Beaufo, his Son- in Law, became joined with 
him in that Charge. .

From which time it continued in the 
Crown a gun: while: And in 17 H. 7. Ed- 
ward Belknap, Eſq. of the Body to the K. 
1 Was 
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was made Conſtable thereof, which Office 
King H.8 in the firſt of his Reign confirmed 

to him: But in 1 E. 6, upon the advance- 
ment of John Dudley to the Earldom of 
Warwick, he had a grant of it, and divers 
Lands which had belonged to the former 
Earls: All which upon his Attainder in one 
Month ( whereof I have elſewhere ſpoke ) 
eſcheated to the Crown, Howbeit, by the 
ſpecial Favor of Queen Elizabeth unto Am- 
broſe, one of the Sons to the ſaid John, 
whom ſhe created Earl of Warwick, was it 
beſtowed upon him and the Heirs of his 
Body, in 4 of her Reign; but he dying 
without Iſſue (as I have formerly obſerved) 
it came again to the Crown, and there reſted 
till King James, th of Fuly in the ſecond 
Year of his Reign, out of the great reſpect 
that he bore unto Sir Fouk Erevill, Knight 
(whom he afterwards advanced to the Dig- 
nity of a Baron) beſtowed it on him in fee; 
at which Time it was a very ruinous Thing, 

the ſtrongeſt and ſecureſt Parts thereof being 
only 8 uſe of for the Common Gaol, of 
the County: But he beſtowing more than 
20, 00 Pounds Coſt (as I have heard in 
repairing and adorning it, made it a Place 

not only of great Strength but extraordinary 
Delight, with moſt vleatant Gardens, Walks, 
and Thickets, ſuch as this part of England 
can hardly parallel, fo that now it is ae"

Little can I ſay touching this ſort of Ca-

footing in divers of our Monaſteries; but 


through the Advice of St. Dunſtan, and 


Power of that devout Monarch, were eject- 
ed, and the Monks again reſtored eenſo- 


nant to the Minds of their pious Founders. 


Much ado there was þetwixt the Dean 


and Canons ef this Church, and the Prior 


of St. Sepulchres in Warwick, the ſaid Prior 
making claim to a Right in this Pariſh 5 but 
theſe Differences were at length determined 


by Pope Adrian the 4. about the beginning

40s. and as much to the Under School- 
maſter; 47. to the Poor of Warwick, viz.

Appointing that the Collectors of the Rents 
ſuing out of thoſe Lands, ſhould once 
every Year give up their Accounts to the

horn at Ozenbrigge in the Province of 
Meſihhialiu in Germany, as a travailing 
Pilgrim upon Earth, did leave his native 
Country, and made a free Denizen in Eng- 
land, inhabited here within this Bokough 
of Warwick, where uſing the Miſtery of a 
_ Glazier painfully, and walking in his voca- 
tion uprightly, God ſo bleſſed the Increaſe 
of his Goods, and good Name, that he was 
preferred to be one of the principal Burgeſſes 
of this Borough. who for a ſhort Time en- 
Joying that Place, ſhewing himſelf an ex- 


ample 
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ample worthy of Imitation in ſincere Reli- 
gion, and charitable Devotion, did give order 
for the Erection of an Hoſpital for the ne- 
ceſſary and continual Relief of eight poor 
Perſons, and beſtowed likewiſe another por- 
tion of his Lands for the further Benefit of 
this Borough. And then departing out of 
this earthly Tabernacle, unto the celeſtial

It now remains that I take Notice of what

ter to the noble Earl Richard, before re- 
membered, who died in his Father's Life 
Tune, was here interred at the Head of the 
ſaid Earl, as appears by the Teſtament. of 
the Lady his Widow (Daughter to Sir Jokn 
Bourchter, Lord Berners) who allo be- 
gueathed her Body to be here buried; and 
to the intent that the Dean and Canons of 
this Collegiate Church, ſhould devoutly 
pray for her Soul; and for the Soul of her 
fa Huſband, and all Chriſtian People de- 
parted, ſhe gave unto them two Gowns of 
Blue Velvet, wherewith to make a Veſt- 
ment and Copes, ſo ſar as they would reach, 
to be uſed in the ſame College, one of which 
Gowns belonged: to her {aid Huſband: and 
directed, that if thoſe tWo Govns would not 
ſuffice to make a Cheſiple, two Tunicles, a 
Cape, with Altar Cloths, and Frontell, that 
then her Executors ſhould buy as much 
plain Blew Velvet as might compleat the 
lame, for to ſerve to the Altar in the ſaid 
Chapel; and farther appointed, that her

Lands thereabout, he was. by him ſo pro- 
ſecuted in the Star Chamber, that had not 
the Earl of Leiceſter interpoſed, his Fine

1 N the Suburb on the Eaſt-part of the 
1 Town is there a Street called Smyth's 
Street, where the Jews long ſince reſided, 
near unto which ſtood the Hoſpital of Saint 
John Baptiſt, founded by Willom, Earl of 
Warwick, in H. 2 Time, for Entertainment 
and Reception of Strangers and Travailers, 
as well as thoſe that were Poor and Infirm; 
What Endowment it had at firſt I am not 
certain, but in Anno 1291. 19 E. 1. I find 
it certified, that there was'a Carucate of 
Land and a Dove-Houſe pertaining thereto, 
the Land then valued at xs, and To Dove- 
Houſe at 1s. Howbeit, the Record doth 
not expreſs where it did lye: Something 
there was belonging to it ſituate in Dzcheford 
in this County, viz. one Meſſuage and half 
Yard Land, given by Fraricus de Dicheford, 
Lord of that Manor, beſides certain ſmall

vate Men; as alſo in Miton, which, con- 
ſidering that the Donors were mean Perſons

of the Moiety of the Church of Morton-

this Hoſpital by their Publique Inſtrument,

N the Suburb on the Weſt. ſide of Mar- 
wick, ſtood the Houſe of Friers Preach- 
ers, commonly called Black Friers,; this 
Order was begun by St. Domznzck a Spani- 
ard in the Time of Pope Innocent the III, 
who being at firſt a Canon, with a few that 
he choſe to be his Companions, inſtituted a 
new Rule of ſtrict and holy Life; and leaſt 
they ſhould grow ſluggiſh in the Service of 
God, by ſtaying at Home, in Imitation of 
our Bleſſed Saviour, he appointed them to 
travail far and wide to preach the Goſpel, 
their Habit being a white Coat, with a black 
Cloak over it; which Order Honorius the 
III, (who fucceeded Pope Innocent) con- 
firmed, and Gregory the ix canonized him

In Anno 1221, (20 H. 3) they firft eame 
into England, and towards the End of H. g, 
Reign, ſettled' here at Warwick, Jofim de 
Pleſſots being then Earl.

with the {mall Tithes, being rated at xn 


Marks; but it was anciently appropriated 
to the Collegiate Church of our Lady, and 
the Fruits thereof divided into three Por- 
tions; to the one of which the Dean of the 


ſaid Collegiate Church prefented, and to 

the ſecond and third the two Prebends.— 
In 41 E. g, the Cure was ſerved by two 
Prieſts, which were preſentable by the ſaid 


Dean and Canons to the Biſhop of Worcef- 
ter, by whom they were to receive Inſtitution, 
one of thoſe Prieſts having Charge of all 
the Pariſhioners on the South- ſide the Bridge, 


and the other of thoſe on the North; which 
Prieſt, to whom the ſaid South-part apper- 
tained, had the South-part of the Choir, 
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and the other the North, in the Celebration 
of all Divine Offices, and each of them ten 
Marks =_ Annum Salary, paid at the Feaſt 
of St. Michael and the Annunceation of our 
Lady, by equal Portions, by the Treaſurer 
of the Collegiate Church before ſpecified: 
Howbeit, notwithſtanding the Appropria- 
tion above mentioned, fuch was the Neglect 
of thoſe that had the Government of that 
Collegiate Church, that the benefit of this 
and others, which of Right ought to have 
been enjoyed accordingly, was witheld, ſo 
that in 22 R. 2, it became again united there- 
_ unto, whereupon 7:deman the Biſhop of 
2 by his Inſtrument bearing Date at 
Hartlebury, 15 Tun, Anno, 1401, 2 H. 4, 
ordained a Vicarage here, aſſigning to it a 
certain proportion of Tithes and ins, f 
as by the ſame more fully appearetn. 


But after this there was a new Compoſi- 
tion or Ordination, made by John Carpenter, 
Biſhop of Worceſter, bearing Date at North- 
_ whe, 4 Feb. An. 1461, (1 E. 4.) whereby there 
were xx Marks Sterling per Ann. to be paid 
quarterly, viz. at Michacbmas, Chriſtmas, the 
Annunciation of our Lady, and the Nativity 
of S. John Baßtiſt, by the ſaid Dean and Ca- 
nons to the Vicar, with vis. viii d, per Annum 
more at Michaelmas, in lieu of a Houle: for 
his Habitation; in Conſideration. whereof, 
the Vicar for the Tune being was to find a 
en Re ne fitting 
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fitting Prieſt, at his own Charge to aſſiſt him 
in the Celebration of Divine Service in that 
Church: Which Vicarage in 26 H. 8, was 
certified to conſiſt in that Annuity of x11 li. 
vis. vid, the Rectory being then valued at 
XX li. vis. vid, per Annum, which with the 
 Advowlon of the Vicarage coming to the 
Crown by the Diſſolution of the ſaid Colle- 
giate Church, was 15 Maii, 37 H. 8, granted 
by the King to the Burgeſſes of Warwick and 
their Succeſſors, for ſo were the Inhabitants 
then ſtiled. 


In this Church was there anciently a Chan- 
try founded by Robert le Purſer of Warwick, 
in 17 E. 2, unto which by the King's ſpecial 

Licenſe, he gave v Marks and xxi d, per 
Annum Rent, iſſuing out of a Meſſuage and 
certain Lands lying here in Warwick; but 
in 10 E. 3, Fon le Purſer, Son and Heir to 
Robert the Founder, being a Servant to Tho-. 
mas Beauchamp, Earl of Warwzck, granted 
this Chantry with the Rents thereto, belong-- 
ing, unto the ſaid Earl to be removed into 
the Caſtle, and there to continue for ever, 

and to be preſentable by him the ſaid: Earl 


In this part of the Suburb there was alſo 

a Houſe of Templars founded and endowed 
with Lands, by Roger Earl of Warwick, in 
H, 1 his Time, which afterwards came to

Ihn this Temple was there a Chantry for 
the ancient Earls of Warwick, and the Re- 
venue thereof certified at Lxv1s. viii d, per 
Annum. But upon the ws l eg of that 
Order, all the Lands which they here en- 
joyed, came to the Hoſpitalars, and conti- 
nued in their Hands till that general Deluge 

Ma in 30 H. 8, wer them away: After which 
| theſe their Poſſeſſions, as parcel of the Pre- 
ceptory of Balſhall were granted in 3 5. 
to John Dudley, Earl of Warwick, an ee 
his Wife, and their Heirs, ſince that have 
returned to the Crown by the Attainder of 
the ſaid John in 1 Month, but how they are 
now diſpoſed of, I have not thought wortngn 
my-cnquiy.

A Detail of the Earle of Leiceſter's coming 
to Warwick, and of his celebrating the 
Order of S. Michael, at S. Mary's Church, 
Anno 1571. e 


M EMORANDUM that uppon cer- 
4 tain knowledge had of my Lord the 
Earle of Lecefter's coming downe into this 
Countrye to he for ſixe or ſeaven dajes at 
Mr. Thomas Fyſker's houſe called the Pryory 
nere Warwick. It was conſidered by the. 
Bailieff Thomas Burgers and ſuch other of 
his aſſiſtants principall Burgeyſſies of this 
Towne, as then were in the Towne, that it 
was requiſite to offer ſome preſent unto his 
Lordſhip and the Earle of Warweck, who as 
the ſaing was, ſhould have come downe 
with him togyther with many other Noble 
Lords and Ladyes. Whereuppon the ſaid 
Bailieff appointed a meting and ſent for all 
the principall Burgeiſſes to be at their Houſe 
in the Church on Tueſday the 25th, day of 
September

September 1571, there to conſult and con- 
ferre of ſuch cauſes as then they had to do, 
uppon which ſending for; thither came | 
Milliam Enddiſdon, Richard Fyſher, Richard 

Townſend, cz Fyſher, Richard Roe, Mil- 

liam Frekulton, Thomas Powel and Robart 
_ Phelypes, to attend on the ſaid Bailief, for 
the purpoſe aforeſaid. At which aſſembly 
it was openyd that the comon ſpeches was 
that the Earles of Warw:ck and Leiceſter, 
with many other Lords and Ladyes woold 
be the next thurſday night at Mr. Thomas 
Fisſher's near Warwick. And therefore it 
Was thought mete that ſome thing might lie 
e to be preſented to their Lordſhips, 
for two ſeveral cauſes, the one for that the 
Earle of Warw:ck is Lord of the Borough 
and beareth his name thereof, and the other 
for that the Earle of Leiceſter his Brother 
Bring in greateſt favour with the Prince, 
was honourably mynded to doo great good, 
not only to this Borough (as de had 
done to Coventry) but alſo to the whole coun- 
trye. With his good will he had openyd in 
ſuing to her Majeſty and obtayning of her 
and the whole Parliament Licens and Graunt 
to erect and build in Warwick or Kenelworth 
one Hoſpitall, and to endowe the ſame with 
Lands and Tenements to the yerely value 

of twoo hundred pounds, which his honour- 

able doings manifeſtid his godly heart and 
diſpoſicion towards this poor Towne and

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Countrye. And therfore not to be altogi- 
ther forgotten of us eſpecially having ſo iuſt 
an occaſion by their coming ſo nere the 
Towne. And ſo in concluſion it was de- 
maunded whither it were thought good to 
this houſe to preſent any thing or not, wher- 
unto it was aunſwered by every man, that 
it was very neceſſary to yeld ſome preſent. 
to their Lordſhips in token of our wel willes 
and duty, wherupon it was aſkid what might 
beſt ſerve that turne to be preſented. . And 
uppon informacion given to the Houſe that 
the ſaid Earle of Leiceſter was well provided 
of Muttons, it was agreid that a Yoke of 
good Oxen ſhould be prepared and beſtow- 
ed on the ſaid Lords, at their comyng.— 
And that the money remayning in Mr. Fre- 
kulton's hands, viz. ¶ 10: 19s. ſhould ſerve 
for that purpoſe, if it might be by him then 
conveniently ſpared, which was not then ſo 
ready, And therfore it was by the whole 
companye agreid that Z 10, ſhould be taken 
out of the Cheſt to ſerve this turne; And 
that the ſame ſhould be delivered to Richerd 
Fiſher and Richerd Townſend to provide 
therewith the ſame Oxen, which being agreid, 


it was moved amongſt them whither they + 


pes it convenient to miete the ſame 
Lords on the waye or not, to Which it was 


aunſwerid and agreid that the ſaid Lords 


being but ſubjects muſt not have ſuch duety 


as the Prince, whom they doo wayt for but

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at the bounds of the liberties of this Borough, 
therfore it was not thought mete to poo out 
of the Towne, but being ready in the Towne 
to offer weleomyng to the {aid Lords with

That being agreid upon, it was demaund- 
ed whither it were neceflary to yeld thanks 
to the ſaid Earle of Leiceſter for his honour- 
able good mynd toward this Country and 
Borough, and to move his honor to found 
his faid Hoſpital in the ſaid Borough as a 
place convenient. And whither the Towne 
woold offer unto his Lordſhip any part of 
their Burges Hall and buildings there, to- 
wards the performance of fo good a Woork 
or not, to which it was aunſwerid and reſol- 
ved not to give any thanks, or to take know 
leig of his diſpociſion that waye, unleſſe it 
might like him either by himſelf or ſome 
about him to give occaſion thereof, and if 
it happenid that any ſuch matter ſhould by 
the laid Lord or any for him be movid, or 
any requeſt made for the ſaid Hall, or any 
thing therabouts, reſpit ſhould be deſired by 
us before we ſhould make any direct aunſwer 
in thoſe matters. And lo it was concludid 
that ſuch as had Keys ſhould be at the 
Church by Teaven of the Clock the next 
morning to take out the ſaid £ 10, for the

that meſſage to the ſaid Bailief, who had 
knoweleige of all this by two of the clock 
in the after noone. But the ſaid Bailief 
reſting uppon thadvice given by the ſaid 
5 Butler litle 0 the laſt advice; 
ut reſtid upon the former reſolution not to 
come in ſight of the ſaid Earle, nor to of- 
fer him any preſent untill the frydaie. And 
ſo the ſaid Earle expecting as beſore, was. 
thereof diſappointid, though for that pur- 
poſe he cam ring through the ſaid Bo- 
rough by the Croſſe and ſo thorough the. 
ſtretes accompanyed with the Earle of Hert- 
ford, Sir Henry Sidney Lord Deputy of Jre- 
land and Preſident of Malles, Sir John Spen- 
cer, Sir Henry Lee, Sir Richard Knaghtly, 
and many others of good calling; and pal- 
ſid to the Houſe of Mr. Thomas Fiſher where 
mett him and cam to him the Lord and 
Lady Marqueſſe of Northampton, the Earle 
of Oxford, the Lord Barkley, the Lord Dud- 
ley, the Lord Chandos, and many other 
Lords, Knights and Gentlemen.

*drawers with ſilver, beawtified with Gold and 
precious ſtones, his girdle and ſłabard white 
velvet, his Roobe white Satten embrowder- 
ed with Gold a foot broade very curioufly, 
his cap black velvit with a white fether, his 
Color of Gold beſett with precious Stones, 

and his Garter about his legg of S. George's 
Order, a ſight worthie the befiotding And 
yet ſurely all this coſtly and curious appa- 
rell was not more to be praiſed, then, the 
comely geſture of the fame Earle, whoſe 
ſtature being reaſonably, was furniſhed with 
all proportion and Lynaments of his body, 
and parts anſwerable in all things; fo as in 
the eres of this writer, he ſeemed the only 
goodlieft perſonage Mate in England, which 
peradventure might be affotied” But furely 
to all the heholders it was. a fight moſt co: 
mendable. Nowe after the ſaid Earle of Lei. 
eeſter followid as companyons, the Earle of

B 1 it remembrid, that in the yerè of our 
D Lord God i572, and in the fourtenith 
yere of the reigne of our ſouereigne lady 
quene Elizabeth, the 12th day of Auguſt in 
a ſaid yere, it pleaſed our ſaid ſouereigne 
lady to viſit this Patod of Warwick in her

cam to the caſtell gate, and thus were they

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marſhallid. by the Heraldes and Gentlemen 
Uſhers. Furſt, the attendantes or aſſiſtants 
to the Bailief to the nomber of thirty, two 
and two togither, in coates of puke “ laid 
on with lace; than the twelve principall 
Burgeſſes in gownes of puke rac with ſat- 
ten and damaſk, upon foote clothes; than 
two Biſhoppes; than the Lords of the Coun- 

ſaill; than next before the Quene's Maieſtie 
was placid the Bailief in a gowne of ſcarlet, 
on the right hand of the Lord Compton, who 
then was high Shiref of this ſhire, and there- 
fore wold have carried up his rod into the 
towne; which was forbidden him by the 
Heralds and Gentlemen Uſhers, who there- 
fore had placid the Bailief on the right hand 
with his mace; and in this maner her Hiegh- 
nes was conveid to the caſtell gate, where 
the ſaid principall Burgeſſes and Aſſiſtants 
ſtaid, evry man in his order, deviding them 
ſelfs on either ſide; making a lane pr roume 
where her Maieſtie ſhould paſſe; who paſ- 
ling thorough them, and viewing abhem Well,

but with moſt gracious words comfortid him, 
fo that, forgetting or rather counterfeyting 
his payne, he woold in more haſte than good 
ſpede be on horteback the next tyme of her 
going abrode, which was on Monday folow- 


mg, whan he rode with the Lord Treforer, 


attending her Maieſty to Kenelworth again, 
reaporting ſuch things as, ſome for their un- 


truethes and ſome for other cauſes, had bene 


better untold; but as he did it counſell raſh- 
ly and in heat, fo by experience at leyſure 
coldly he repentid. What thies things meane 
is not for evry one to knowe; but to returne. 
Her Maieſty that Saturday _ was lodgid 
agayn in the caſtell at Marr 


- where allo 


ſhe reſtid all Sonday, where it pleaſed her 


to have the countrey people, reſorting to 
| ſee her daunce in the court of the caſtell, 
her Maieſty beholding them out of her cham- 
ber wyndowe; which thing, as it pleaſid 


well the country people, ſo it ſeemed her 


Maieſty was much delightyd and made very 
myrry. That afternone paſſid, and ſupper 
done, a ſhowe of firewoorks, prepayrid for 
that purpoſe in the Temple felds, was ſett 
abroche, the maner whereof this writer can- 
not ſo truely ſet fürth as if he had bene at 
hit, being than ſick in his bed. But the re- 
port was, that there was deviſed on the Tem- 
ple diche a fort made of ſlender tymber co- 
verid with canvais. In this fort were ap- 
ointid divers perſons to ſerve as n 

a and 
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and therefore ſo many harneſſes, as might 
be gotten within towne were had, wherwith 
men were armed and apointid to ſhewe them- 

ſelfs; ſome others apointid to caſt out fire- 
_. woorks, as ſquibbes and balles of fyre.— 
Againſt that fort was another caſtelwiſe pre- 
| pared of like ſtrength, wherof was governor 
the Earle of Oxford, a luſty gentleman with 
a luſty band of gentlemen. Between thies 
forts or againſt em were placid certen bat- 
tering pieces to the nomber of twelve or 
fourteen, brought from London, and twelve 
fair chambers or mortyr- pieces brought alſo 
from the Tovr, at the chardge of therle of 
Warwik. Thies pieces and chambers were 
by traynes fyred, and ſo made a great noiſe 
as though it had bene a ſore aſſault; having 
ſome intermiſſion, in which tyme therle of 
Oxford and his ſoldiers, to the nomber of 
200, with qualivers and harquebuyces, like- 
wiſe gave divers aſſaults; they in the fort 

ſhoting agayn, and caſting out divers fyers, 
terrible to thoſe that have not been in like 
experiences, valiant to ſuch as delightid ther- 
in, and in dede ſtraunge to them that un- 
derſtood it not; for the wildfyre falling into 
the ryver Aven wold for a tyme lye ſtill, 
and than agayn riſe and flye abfee. caſting 
furth many flaſhes and flambes, whereat the 
wag Maieſty took great pleaſure; till 
after, by miſchance, a poore man or two 
were much trowbled. For at the laſt, when 
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it was apointid that the overthrowing of 
the fort ſhould bee, a dragon flieing, caſting 
out huge flames apd ſquibes, lighted upon 
the fort, and ſo ſet fyer thereon, to the ſub- 

verſion thereof; but whether by negligence 
or otherwiſe, it happned that a ball of fyre 
fell on a houſe at the end of the bridge, wher- 
in one Henry Cowper, otherwiſe called Myl- 

ler, dwellid, and ſett fyre on the fame houſe, 
the man and wief being both in bed and in 
{lepe. which burned ſo as before any reſkue 
could be, the houſe and all things in it ut- 
terly periſhed, with much ado to ſave the 
man and woman; and beſides that houſe, 
another houle or two nere adjoyning were 
alſo fyred, but reſłued by the diligent and 
careful] helpe, as well of therle of Oxford, 
Sir Fulle Grevile, and other gentlemen and 
towneſmen, which reparid thither in greater 
nomber than could be orderid. And no 
marvaile it was that ſo little harme was done, 
for the fireballes and ſquibbes caſt upp did 
flye quiet over the caſtell and into the myds 
of the towne, falling downe, ſome on hou- 
ſes, ſome in courts and bakfides, and ſome 
in the ſtreate, as farre as almoſt to faint Mary 
churche, to the great perill or elſe great feare 
of the inhabitants of this borough; and, ſo 
as by what meanes is not yet knowen, foure 
Houles in the towne and ſuburbes were on 
tyre at once, whereof one had a ball came 
thorough both ſides, and made a hole as big 


as

as a man's head. and did no more harme. 
T þ1s fyre appeafid, it was tyme to g00 to 
reſi; and in the next morning it pleaſid her 
Maieſty to have the poore old man and wo- 
man that had their houſe brent brought unto 
her, whom ſo brought, her Maieſty recom- 
fortid very much: and by her Grace's boun- 
ty, and other courtiers, there was given to- 
wards their loſſes that had taken hurt 251. 
125. 84, or thereabouts, which was diſpo- 
ſid to them accordingly. On Monday her 
Maieſty taking that pleſure in the ſport ſhe 
had at Kenelwort a, wold thither agayn; 

where {he reſtid till the Saturday after, and 
than from thens by Chariccot ſhe went to 


the Lord Compton Ss, and lo forwards, Kc.
